Lesson XXL—The SodaUst 
Program: 4.—Social 
Reforms 

ESIDES the industrial 
reforms, which directly 
affect the condition of 
the waRc workers as 
such, the political re¬ 
forms which tend to make rov- 
enimetit a more eflicietit aReit- 
cv for prORTCSs alonR the lines 
we advocate, and the ceneral cco- 
nomic reforms, which serve to fur¬ 
ther our Rfncral aims tboURh they 
do not necessarily tlireclly affect 
the condition of the workinR class¬ 
es. we have also to consider another 
very ini|iortant Rroiip of reform 
iiieasnres advocated by Socialist.', 
•which wc dcsiRnate by the title of 
Mxial reforms. These are .sv*;h 
• measures a.s tend 16 improve the 
conditions of life for the masses of 
th-. peo|)1e—which, of course, in- 
cltnk^ the vvoikiiiR classes. The 
tnn.«t important of these liave lo do 
with education, public liealtlt, 
liousinR. relief of the destitute, 
provision for the tmemplovrd, and 
provision for those who liave Rrown 
loo old lo be expected to work. 
To a considerable extent these liave 
to be dealt with by tiie kveal rov- 
entments, since the conditions in¬ 
volved differ vviiWy in different lo¬ 
calities : and since the proltlems to 
lie solved are more acute In cities 
titan in rural ilistricts. the muuici- 
pal Rovemments play the most im- 
txirtanl part in this work. It is to 
be remembered. Itowcver. tliat the 
powers of municipalities are liin-. 
ited bv their charters. Bv stale and 
national laws and constitutions, and 
by the common law as laid down by 
the conns. Therefore, even for 
purposes of .social refonn lo lie 
carried into effect by llie separate 
munici|ialities. it is necessary to 
have a »lroiiR and aRRres.sive .So- 
rialist jiarty constantly at worl: on 
tlie 'tale and national field, tnflucpc- 
iiiR the juilicial and executive 
branches as well as the IcRtslative, 
lo uphold the proRressive munici¬ 
palities in their efforts to deal ef- 
fectiv-:!)- with their peculiar prob¬ 
lems. Some of the refonns which 
-we shall consider under this bea<)- 
iuR, moreover,- cannot be dealt 
with' by municipalttict at all, but' 
rnnst tie taken up by the stale or 
the nation. 

riih& Ethicatian—The idetrt of 
untTcriBl cotnpMlsorjr and gratoit- 


oiis education is now Rencrallv ac¬ 
cepted throuRhout the United 
.Slates. In practice, Iiowever, the 
sv.stcm is far fr<>m tierfect. even in 
the most proRrc.siivc states. In 
some of the aRricuItnral rcRions, 
especially of the .South, it has never 
Iteen thorouRlilv devclo(>ed. On tlw 
irther hand, in the indnsirial cen¬ 
ters of the North and West, new- 
economic and social conditions have 
arisen which nvces.'Uate a Rreat 
modifii-atinn and 'extension of the 
public scluxil .system if it is to ac- 
complis'.i the iwtr]xisc for which it 
exists. 

_ The work of social reorRaiiiza- 
tion canniH Ite achieved by an Ir- 
norain proletariat. Unless a hiRh 
level of (tupular education is main¬ 
tained, industrial development will 
inevitably lead to the alternative of 
a complctelv triumphant ra)>itaiist 
ollRarehy or a wild and merely de- 
stmrtive outbursr of popular vio¬ 
lence—both of which events So¬ 
cialists wish to avert. The 5>ocfal- 
ists ouRht alyvays and everywhere, 
therefore, to lake an active 'nlefest 
in the extension and improy cinent 
of the public scliool system. In this 
work tliey-«re likely to find Itelp 
outside tlicir rank-—partly in tlie 
body of overworked and underpaid 
teachers wlio, in struRRfinR for an 
improvement of their condition, 
strive also for an improveiiieiu of 
the schools, and who may Ite 
ibrottRlit into closer relation and 
sympathy with the labor movcmeiil; 
partly in the larpc number of earn¬ 
est and progressive educators w-lio 
find tliemseivcs handicapped in their 
work by the ofiposition of business 
men and professional poli’Jdaiis in 
the Jtoards of education. 

The most obvious need 's to 
compel the provisiui o." an adc- 
guate number of well ccmslr;ttcted 
and well egniitped sdtool honset. 
In manveities the erection of schotd 
Itouss's lag far behind the growth of 
poptilkiion, so that many children 
are shnt out. altogether, more are 
put in Italf-timc classes, and others 
are crowikd into unfit ntakcahift 
buildings. This Ls especiaUy tajur- 
tous to the walking dats, because, 
for a child of that claia. as a rule, 
a year of Khpolipg la«t before ll-' 
age of 14 fMpas a year of school¬ 
ing kM iprever.

sntallrc classes and l>e able to give 
more attention to each piiiiil. and 
of increasttiR tlic pay of iitaitv of 
them, es)x;ciallv the wixiieit. so 
that they may Ite enabled and ex¬ 
pected to do licller work. 

It has been shown that a daii- 
Rrroitsly largo and increasitiR pro- 
jiortioii of llic.cltildrcit in the luilt- 
lic scltools arc physical!} defective. 
Rc:ierally a.s a ei)nse<)iicnce of Itail 
boitsiiiR conditions and chroitir tm- 
derfecdiiiR on account of poverty. 
These defects make it absiint to 
expect them to Rrowup into healthy, 
or inlelliRciit men and wontett. In 
some of the more advaticcil state* 
comptilsory medical cxainiiiatioii 
and gratuitons medical attendance 
(includiiiR the care of eves and 
teeth) arc IteiitR ininxluced as |>art 
of the piihlir school service. Rut 
this is not enoiiRli. insuflicient mi- 
triliuii heiitg the chief cause of the 
trouble, it is necessary lo deal w ilh 
this cause as well as'wijth the ef¬ 
fects already- itrotlticed by it 

Man.v practical educators, a* 
well as Swial-Detnoerjts. are ad¬ 
vocating the iiitrixlnctioii here of 
the metlKxIs adopted, chiefly under 
Jloeialist influence, in manv tarts 
of Europe fur comhapinR this evil. 
N.-jt as a matter of "charity." but 
as a necessary means lo attain tlie 
ends of the public scliool itself— 
the dcvcIopiiK'iit of |>hysirali.v and 
mrtitally inefficient men and women 
—they hold that the cummmiity 
must supidy all that is needed for 
cdiieational ptirpuses and that, iiii- 
tler exisliiiR circnni'tanecs. this in¬ 
cludes not only htiildings and text 
liooks and Iraclier.s. but al-o fuixl 
for the children. .At least one 
wlttslcximr meal each zlav slKuiId 
be tirovidrd, untU-r such conditimts 
that nunc si. all he drlarrnl hv 1x0-- 
errt front p.irtakiiig of it. nor de¬ 
terred bv feat uf tlie stigna of tan- 
pcrisni. A'ariijtts iilaii' lave lH.'t-n 
worked out in detail iii KurotM.‘an 
cities by which good meals arc pro- 
vidcil w’lli very little cx|iensc. those 
children wliosc larents can afford it 
pay for their meals at aclial coxK 
others get them free and the iden¬ 
tity of the latter is kept ab.sidutely 
secret.
